Dr.  O.  Myking  Mehus  of  the  faculty 
of  the  Social  Science  Department  of 
the  College  attended  the  Kunsas-Mis- 
sourl  Conference  for  Social  Welfare 
held  hi  Kansas  City,  April  7,  8  and  0. 

The  general  theme  of  the  confer¬ 
ence  was,  “Governmental  Responsi¬ 
bility  tor  Social  Welfare;  Present  Sta¬ 
tus  and  Future  Trends."  The  purpose 
of  this  Conference  was  to  bring  to¬ 
gether  those  persons  in  Kansas  and 
Missouri  who  are  active  and  Interested 
in  Improving  social  conditions,  and  pro¬ 
moting,  through  public  agencies,  move¬ 
ments  for  the  prevention  of  poverty, 
crime  and  disease.

The  Governor  of  Illinois  has  pro¬ 
claimed  that  health  promotion  week 
for  that  state  will  be  April  24  to  May 
1.  President  Lamkin  calls  attention  to  a 
letter  sent  to  the  educators  of  Illinois 
from  the  State  Health  Department  as 
follows; 

If  the  prevailing  hard  times  had  oc¬ 
curred  just  forty  years  ago  our  ex¬ 
periences  of  the  last  two  years  would 
have  been  Immeasurably  worse.  This 
Is  a  known  fact  because  there  was  a 
major  economic  depression  in  the  ear¬ 
ly  nineties  and  extensive  epidemics 
made  suffering  and  hardship  much 
worse  than  what  we  have  recently  wit¬ 
nessed. 

Thc  experiences  of  1890  were  typi¬ 
cal.  In  that  year  tuberculosis,  typhoid 
fever  ancl  diphtheria  caused  an  aggre¬ 
gate  of  11,049  deaths  in  Illinois.  Last 
year  the  same  three  diseases  caused 
only  5,274  deaths,  although  the  pop¬ 
ulation  of  the  state  has  doubled  since 
1890.  Had  the  1890  rates  of  those 
three  diseases  prevailed  there  would 
have  been  150,000  more  cases  and  over 
17,000  more  deaths  in  1931  than  act¬ 
ually  occurred. 

I  For  this  magnificent  improvement 
the  schools  deserve  no  little  credit. 
They  have  been  of  the  greatest  im- 
|  portance  In  making  possible  the  gen¬ 
eral  application  of  preventive  medi¬ 
cine.  A  recent  study  showed  that  over 
.  one-third  of  the  time  In  general  science 
and  biology  courses  In  high  schools  is 
1  devoted  specifically  to  health  teach - 
I  ing.  In  the  grades  splendid  work  has 
been  done.  The  possibilities  of  the  fu¬ 
ture,  however,  ure  even  greater  than 
what  has  been  accomplished  in  health 
promotion.

Rates  Held  Void 

Federal  Judges  Enjoin  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  From 
Forcing  Slash. 

C,  F.  Topping,  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  St.  Joseph  Stock  Yards 
company  today  received  notice  that 
the  federal  judges  who  heard  the  stock 
yards  rate  case  have  rendered  a  de¬ 
cision  holding  that  Secretary  or  Agri¬ 
culture  Arthur  Hyde  was  in  error  in 
ordering  a  cut  in  yardage  charges  at 
the  St.  Joseph  stock  yards. 

The  three  judges.  Wilbur  F.  Booth 
of  the  circuit  court  of  appeals.  Minne¬ 
sota;  John  B.  Sanborn,  federal  judge 
of  the  Minnesota  district  and  Merrill 
E.  Otis,  federal  judge  of  the  western 
MLssopri  district,  in  their  findings  aft¬ 
er  a  review  of  the  points  at  issue,  held 
that  the  secretary  was  in  error  and 
have  made  permanent  the  temporary 
Injunction  restraining  the  department 
from  enforcing  its  order,  issued  in  Aug¬ 
ust,  1931. 

Secretary  Hyde  in  July  issued  an  or¬ 
der  cutting  charges  on  yardage  at  the 
St.  Joseph  stock  yards,  the  order  to  be 
effective  Sept.  3.  The  Stock  Yards 
company  contended  that  the  new  rates 
were  confiscatory  and  would  not  yield  a 
fair  return  on  the  capital  investment  to 
the  company  stockholders.  The  com¬ 
pany  in  August  filed  application  in  l'ecl- 
t  eral  court  and  secured  a  temporary  in¬ 
junction  staying  the  enforcement  of 
the  secretary's  order,  pending  a  full 
hearing  in  open  court. 

Early  in  November  a  hearing  on  the 
matter  of  making  the  injunction  per¬ 
manent  was  held  before  the  three  fed¬ 
eral  judges,  sitting  in  Minneapolis  and 
it.  was  on  the  facts  and  arguments  pre¬ 
sented  at  this  hearing  that  they  now 
have  reversed  the  department  of  agri¬ 
culture  and  made  the  injunction  per¬ 
manent. 

This  is  the  second  case  in  which  Sec- 
ret  ary  Hyde  has  lost  out  in  federal 
courts  in  the  matter  of  setting  up  and 
fixing  stock  yards  service  charges. 

Earlier  this  week  a  decision  denying 
the  basis  of  establishing  a  new  scale  of 
charges  at  the  Denver  stock  yards  was 
rendered  in  federal  court,  making  the 
secretary’s  order  null  and  void. 

In  the  Denver  case  three  judges  on 
the  federal  court  who  sat  on  the  case 
affirmed  the  right  of  the  secretary  of 
agriculture  to  value  the  property  of  a 
stock  yards  as  the  basis  for  predicting 
yardage  rates,  but  found  errors  in  the 
methods  used  to  evaluate  the  Denver 
.  yards. 

Circuit  Judge  George  T.  McDermott, 
District  Judge  T.  Blake  Kennedy  and 
District  Judge  J.  Foster  Symes  con¬ 
curred  in  the  decision. — Stock  Yards

About  Thirty  Other  Applica¬ 
tions  Are  on  File,  Dins- 
dale  Saysy. 

A  total  of  $4,946  has  been  loaned 
to  twenty-seven  Nodaway  county  farm¬ 
ers  by  the  federal  government  for  seed 
and  feed,  according  to  A,  J.  Dinsdale, 
county  extension  agent,  who  is  assist¬ 
ing  farmers  in  making  application  for 
the  loan.  Approximately  thirty  other 
applications  have  been  written  and  are 
now  being  acted  upon  by  the  St.  Louis 
office. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Recon¬ 
struction  Finance  Corporation  Act. 
loans  for  crop  production  will  not  be 
made  to  persons  who  did  not  engage 
in  farming  last  year,  nor  to  minors. 
The  money  loaned  from  this  appropri¬ 
ation  may  not  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  livestock,  the  feeding  of  livestock 
other  than  work  stock,  the  purchase 
of  farm  machinery,  or  for  payment  of 
taxes,  debts,  or  Interest  on  debts. 

If  the  applicant,  for  a  loan  Is  a  ten¬ 
ant,  or  Is  farming  land  under  contract 
Cor  deed  or  so-called  crop  contract,  or 
has  given  a  prior,  mortgage  on  his  1932 
erop,  he  must  secure  waivers  of  the 
actual  owners  of i.the, land,  his  landlord, 
and  all  prior  mortgage  holders.
